F all literary Productions none are 
more amufing or inftructive than the 
Works of great Travellers.

) convey us in an Inftant, to the moft 
errr Dry diftant Climes ; Seas, Hills, and De- 

3} ferts feem already paft ; Domes, Buf- 
tos, Columns, Statues, Squares, and Streets rife before our 
Eyes. We rejoice in the Fruit of fmiling Induftry ; we mourn 
the Rage of defpotic Power ; we exult in the Triumphs, or 
weep over the Ruins, of Liberty.——Scarcely. an Object a- 
broad but raifes a moral Reflection in the Breaft of a 





virtuous Traveller; fearcely a Scene prefents but what 
ought to endear to him the Remembrance of his native 
Soil. ——~ If he is a Briton, the Ruins of Carthage, the 
rich, the gay, the vitorious Miftrefs of the Sea, will 
prompt him to refleét upon the Temerity, nay Madnefs, 
of a Government, form’d by Nature for Maritime Glory 
alone; in purfaing Conquefts which they cannot hold; in 
entering upon Quarrels which they dare mot avow; in de- 
pending upon Allies ehom they cannot truft; and in ferv- 
ing Friends «whom they never can oblige-——Such was the 
Mifcondu& that ruin’d Carthage: —— A Ruin owing 
neither to the want of Courage in her Troops, want of 
Skill in her Sailors, or want of Virtue in her Commo- 


malty, but to the infamous Varnifh of falfe Patriotifm, 


and affected Honour. 

Even the Works of the moft indifferent Travellers fur- 
nifh Matter, if not for Jnfrudion, yet for Reflefion, 
There is a noted Story of a noted Traveller, I mean Sir 
‘'. Mandeville, who tells us of a certain Country where 
human Sounds in Winter freeze, and are congeal’d in Air 
till the AEtherial Warmth of the fuccceding Spring diffolves 
and renders them audible.
